Kreisky carries message 
from Arafat to Carter

WASfflNGTON, Oct. 26 — Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky of Austria was to deliver a 
messa^ to President Jimmy Carter from 
Palestine Liberation Organization Chairman 
Yasser Arafat when the two men met here 
Friday, informed sources said. 

Krei$k>' arrived at the White House Friday 
morning, and was to speak with reporters 
later in the day about. his talks with Carter, 
but in the meantime there was speculation 
about the contents c4 his message. 

Sources said Kreisky was likely to try and 
persuade Carter to begin talks with the PLO, 
something the U.S. has refused to do. 

Hie message from Arafat was said to con- 
tain an explanation of the Palestinian posi- 
tion in light of recent Middle Eastern 
developments. 

Kreisky is an outspoken supporter of a 
homeland for the Palestinians, and held a 
well-publicized meeting with Arafat in Vie- 
nna earlier this year. 

Prior to his departure for the United 
States, he had said he would seek to get Car- 
ter to change his views on the Middle Eastern 
situation and particularly on the Palestinian 
question. 

Carter, for his part, was expected to brief 
Kreisky on his proposal for a summit group- 
ing the Austrian leader, Egypt's President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli ^me Minister 
Meniihem Begin. 

Meanwhile, in Brust^l.s. the first high-level 
contact between the PLO and the European 
Economic Community took place Friday. 

Farouk Kaddoumi. head of the PLO's 
political department, met with Common 
.Market aid commissioner Claude Cheysson, 
an EEC spokesman sai.d. 

The meeting was informal and took place 
outside Common Market premises, but 
Thursday Kaddoumi received an official wel- 
come from the Belgian government when be 
arrived in Brussels! 

Hie government said it had not recognized 
tbe PLO but added the group "expresses the 
will of the Palestinian people.” 

After more than two hours of talks at the 
Palais ifEgmont, an official Belgian state 
residence.

^Iraq can resist 
any aggression’ 

BAGHDAD, Oct. 26 (R) — Iraqi lYesi- 
dent Saddam Hussein, in a speech Thursday, 
described his country as a lake of oil and said 
the people were capable of defending it 
against aggression. 

The Iraqi New's Agency (INA) quoted the 
president as telling a rally at Balad, 50 
kilometers north of here, that the Israelis 
might one day use the atomic bomb against 
the Arabs, but they should be determined to 
achieve victory. 

He told the crowd:"The Iraqis can defend 
this oil lake agamst anyone trying to commit 
aggression on its border. 

“This (Iraq being an oil-rich country) 
explains the designs of the United States and 
the ambitions of the super-powers with 
regard to your homeland,” Hussein added. 

Hussein called on the Iraqis to establish 
“close lines with the struggle of the Arab 
nation.” 

He said : "Arabs eveiywhere and here in 
Iraq should be determined not to be defeated 
before the usurping Zionist enemy but to cre- 
ate all prerequisites of victory to be able to 
extract our wcalthv land in Palestine." 


LONDON, Oct. 2o (Agencies) — Israeli, 
Egyptian and American negotiators met here 
Friday to assess progress toward the Camp 
Davi(j agreemenif 5 goals for Palestinian self- 
rule. 

Hie conference between U.S. President 
Jimmy Charter's chief Mideast Envoy Robert 
Strauss, Egyptian Prime Minister Mustafe 
Khalil and Israeli Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg was not intended to make new decisions 
in the autonomy program, which has recently 
begged down. 

The three negotiators scheduled a news 
conference later* Friday at London's Chur- 
chill Hotel.

Two Lebanese executed for murder 


SIDON , Oct. 26 (R) — Two Lebanese 
were shot dead near Sidon Friday after being 
found guilty by a revolutionary Palestinian- 
nationalist panel of murdering a man and his 
wife earlier this week. 

Panel sources said six other Lebanese were 
given a two-year jail terms for their alleged 
involvement. 

According to the same sources, Adnan 
Kanakri, 29, and Khodr Juma'a, 24, had their 
death sentences approved by Palestinian 
commando chief Yasser Arafet in his capac- 
ity as supreme commander of the joint 
Palestinian-nationalist forces. 

The panel ended its hearings early Friday 
and the sentence was carried out in an 
orchard around noon, in the presence of 
Palestinian and Lebanese nationalist leaders, 
tbe sources said. 


Tbe sources said they believed the motive 
for Iffiling Michael Konstantine and his wife 
in the Zahrani area near here on I'uesday was 
robbery. 

In another development Lebanon has 
assigned two of its four naval vessels to a 
campai^ against widespread piracy and 
smuggling along its coast, official sources 
said. 

There have been several acts of jnracy 
against Saudi Arabian and Iraqi cargoes in 
the last two months and more than SO vessels 
are reported to have vanished or had their 
cargoes stolen in the eastern Mediterranean 
since 1977.

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WHO declares mankind free of smallpox 
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NAIROBI, OcL 26 (AP) — The World Health Organization 
declared mankind fi«e of smallpox Friday, and said the epidemic 
that once killed and scared millions win not return. 

“ Smallpox has finally been crushed, not only on the African conti- 
nent but, indeed throughout the world,” Vl^O Director General 
Halfoan Mahler told a group of health specialists gathered to confirm 
and celebrate the occasion. 

The last known smallpox case outside a laboratory was diagnosed 
exactly two years ago — on OcL 26, 1 977 — when a cook became ill 
in a town in Somalia. Since then, an intensive vaccination and surveil- 
lance campaign by more than 6,000 local health workers in Somalia 
and three neighboring countries that share the same nomadic popula- 
tions — Kenya. Ethiopia and Djibouti — has turned up no new 
smallpox victims. 

Dr. Jap Kostizewski of Poland told the meeting who .survey teams 


that met in Nairobi this week certified the four countries free of the 
disease, ‘l^y were the last four countries lacking certification, be 
said, and so the entire world is now considered smallpox-free. 

He recommended that routine smallpox vaccinations be termi- 
nated throughout the world and that nations no longer require vacci- 
nation certificates from foreign travelers. Many countries have 
already complied with ■* recommendations, which WHO estimates 
could save more than .. i billion a year in public health costs. 

WHO doctors say there is no chance smallpox will reappear. They 
say it is tmnsmitied by a virus solely among humans and not through 
animals, insects or impure water. 

WHO experts say their survey in eastern Africa would certainly 
'idVe turned up any smallpox case, if it had occured in the last two 
ars. Durine that period, some nine million Kenyans — three-fifths 


01 the popiuadon — were vaccinated and more than half the 5 million 
Somalis were examined. 

The last known case in South America occurred in 1971 and the 
las^case in Asia was in 1975. 

Smallpox cases were first recorded thousands of years ago. Symp- 
toms included high fever and vomiting. Strong .strain:^ of the virus 
killed more than one-third of tbe victims. Weaker strains left many 
disfigured by pustules that appeared all over the body. 

There was no cure for the epidemics that swept all the continents. 
Apreveniive vaccine developed by English physician Edward Jenner 
nearly 200 years ago was the first step toward eventual control of the 
disease..

RIYADH^ OcL 26 ■' — To cope 
with the hea \7 demand on inter- 
national services during the Pil- 
grimage, Saudi Telephone is to 
add 30 intematioiial circuits to its 
network and to erect eight mm- 
poiary calling offices at the Holy 
Places. 

The telephone company said 
Friday that 17 of the new drcuits 
will be for Mecca, seven for 
Medina and six for Jeddalt, pro- 
viding extra line between the 
Kingdom and Muslim countries 
from Morocco to Indonesia.

Austrians ban smoking in taxis and buses. If ynu try to ignore the 
sign with the two crossed cigarettes and the “ No Smoking” on it, the 
driver reminds you of it gently. If you persist, he stops and invites you 
to leave the bus. again very politely. And you have to comply. 

The same applies to Austrian Airlines planes. They know how to 
enforce the regulations. But despite the seats it reserves for smokers 
and despite the orders inscribed everywhere, Saudia does not. 

I once happened to be on a flight from Athens to Jeddah and I 
almost suffocated from smoke. The “ No Smoking” signs seemed to 
be there only for decoration. When I complained to the chief pilot 
that those playing havoc wi± the regulations were probably the same 
who applied the rules rigorously in their own countries, he shrugged 
his shoulders and said: “What can we do? Co and sit elsewhere.” 

I was dismayed. I recalled that when the same situation arose in 
another company s plane during a flight from X to Y, a hostess simply 
walked up to the smoker and ordered him to stub out his cigarette.. 
And that was just a hostess, not the chief pilot. 

In another comment in the same paper. Hofan Al-Hafzi Al- 
Shamarani asked what would happen if your guest asked you to take 
him out to a place in Riyadh where he could breathe and rest? 

In Other words, what would happen if he asked you to take him to a 
public park where he could see some greenery? 

Probably, Riyadh municipalit>' has the answer for that pressing 
question. 

We have no reproach for those in charge of the municipality for all* 
the efforts they put into modernizing the city and coping with* 
development. But, but Riyadh is a big city which needs such parks for- ■ 
weekend rests and to renew the oxygen which people breath there — ^ ■ 
which is one very important requirement of the av/s development.

Moscow, Aden sign 
friendship treaty 


MOSCOW. Oct. 26 (Agencies) 
— Talks between Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev and South 
Yemeni leader Abdul Fattah 
Ismail ended here Thursday wi^ 
the signing of 9 treaty of friendship 
and cooperation, Moscow Radio 
and the Soviet news agency Tass 
reported. 

Ismail, leader of South Yemen 
which sits at the southern end of 
the Arabian Peninsula and at the 
crucial southern entrance to the 
Red Sea, arrived in the Soviet 
Union Wednesday afternoon. 

He was greeted by Brezhnev, 
who had not been seen in pubUc 
since Oct. 8. 

In addition to the friendship 
. treaty, the two leaders signed “a 
plan of contacts between the 
Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union and the Yemeni Socialist 
Party for 1980-1983." Tass said. 

Also signed was a protocol cov- 
ering economic and technical 
cooperation . 

A joint communique issued at 
the end of the talks said the two 
countries“will.continue the active 
struggle against the intrigues of 


imperialism, for final eradiciion of 
colonialism and racism in all their 
forms and manifestations.” ' 
Tass said the treaty will run for a 
a period of 20 years.

Ambush-slayings^ 

ists wre aS reported in EsWsehir. in western Turkey, and m some 

violence-tom eartem Turkish provmocs, leaving six dead 


MOSCOW. Oct 26 (Agencies)

The center of'lslam* the Holy Kaaba in Mecca's Sacred Mosqne 


A clinic for Turkish pilgrims 


' By Rana Siddiqi 

JEDDAl^ If the small ^up 
of Muslims who perfonned the 
first Hajj with the Prophet 
Muhammed almost fifteen 
hundred years ago were to visit the 
Holy City of Mecca today, they ' 
would not recognize it. Yet, 
though the physical surroundings 
have changed, there is the same 
spirit among the 2 million people 
gathering in the Holy City. 

Every year it is increasingly 
obvious how mudi the Kingdpm 
does for the pilgrims, but it is 
somewhat disappointing that 
other Muslim countries do not 
exert as much effort. A beginning 
could be made by giMng proper 
advice and training to the pBgrims 
before they come here. Muslim 
countries should also develop a. 
system of controlling the pilgrim 
traffic, the idea not being to deny 
any Muslim his Hajj, but to bring 
order and organization to the 
event. After all, those in a London 
bus queue all get on the bos. 

The planes landing in quick suc- 
cession (521 flights went through 


Jeddah in 24 hours just before the 
cutoff lime for pilgrim arri- 
vals),the bustle around Shahrah 
Sitteen and Mina Road, and the 
crowds in around the air and sea- 
port are reminders that Jeddah 
has once again opened its doors to 
the hordes of pilgrims who will be 
performing Hajj on the ninth day 
of the twelfth month of the Mus- 
lim year. This year's Hajj is par- 
ticularly significant as it heralds 
the end of the 14th century of the 
Hijra calendar. 

Hajj is one of the five tenets of 
Jslam, enjoined on every Muslim 
of means. As is revealed in the 
Holy Quran: "And pilgrimage to 
the House is a duty which men 
owe to Allah." 

When you talk to Muslims who 
have come on the Hajj they often 
say,'Tve been meaning to come 
for a long white but I wasn't cal- 
led." If s almost as if they have at 
last been invited to the party, they 
have been called. 

TTjc pilgrim first enters into the 
state of Ehram by donr^g two 
pieces of seamless white cloth. 


This is a physical symbol of one's 
intention to go on the Hajj. It is a 
state of grace. 

It is compulsory to enter into 
Ehram before certain limits 
around Mecca Mukkurammah. 
*rhese specified boundary points 
are known as Meeqat. You have to 
declare to God in prayer the inten- 
tion of making Hajj before cros- 
sing the Meequt. Pilgrims leaving 
Jeddah usually dress and enter 
into Ehram before leaving their 
rooms in the city, which is usually 
the night of the seventh day of 
Dbul Hijja. 

Unless you are a Hajji, stay 
away from the roud to Mecca (hat 
night. Traffic is .so thick that the 45 
kilometer journey takes at least 
five hours. It is. though, a breath- 
taking sight to see the pilgrims. 
Amid the roar of the Traffic rise 
the voices of the pilgrims: "Lab- 
baik Aliahumma Labbaik" . words 
attributed to the Prophet on His 
pilgrimage. 

When you arrive in Mecca you 
proceed to the Haram Sharif 
where the Hotv Kaaba and the 


Mosque are located. The tall, 
beautiful, imposing minarets of 
the Mosque can be seen from sifar. 
You walk to the Holy Sanctuary' 
from one of the several gates and 
begin the Tawaf, or greeting: a cir- 
cumnambulution of the Kaaba 
seven times starting from the side 
where the Holy Black Sumc is 
placed. 

After completing the Tawaf you 
walk seven times between the two 
hills of Marwa and Safa. It ivas 
here that Hajar, wife of the 
Prophet Ibrahim, wandered, 
desperately searching for water 
for her son Ismail. 

By the time you've completed 
the above two rituals it is almost 
time for the morning prayer after 
which the caravans of pilgrim 
buses start departing for Mina, the 
next stop in the journey. During 
the Hajj. Mina is a city of tents, 
stretching in endless rows. 

After a day and night of rest, 
you leave early on the 9th day of 
bhul Hijja. the main day of the 
pilgrimage, for Arafat to say the 
noon and afternoon prayen> of 


Zuhr and Asr. This is the most 
essential part of the pilgrimage. 
Ail must remain within the boun- 
daries of Arafat until sunset. It is a 
day !^)ent in prayer and mediia- 

tUM). 

Immedbtely as the sun sets you 
leave for Muzdalfa to spend the 
night under the open sky . It ‘is here 
that you collect small pebbles 
which are required for the next 
stage in the ritual. 

After the Fajr (early morning; 
worship at Mu 2 ^alfa you return to 
Mina, for three days. Here, in 
symbolic rejection of the devil, 
you throw stones at the Jamras, 
the three obelisks. Then it is time 
for the sacrifice. This day is the 
day of Eid al Adhu, the Feast of 
the Sacrifice, and with this the 
Hajj is complete. One can do the 
sacrifiite on the 10th. 1 1 th or 1 2th 
days of Dhul Hijja and return to 
the Kaaba once more to do a last 
Tawaf. 

On the I2th day of Dhul Hijja 
you can leave Mina and your tent 
life and return to the routine of the 
outside world, tired, happy and 
contented.

AmeriCB's envo>- to the Middle East, Robert Strauss, had to 
admit recently that after monUis of negotiations over the question of 
Palestinian autonomy, Egypt and Israel have been unable to agree on 
a .single issue. Egypt's pnme minister, Mustajirfia KfaaliJ, said more or 
less the same thing recently. Hiis being the case, it is hard to say what 
purj^ will he seized by the London meeting of the Camp David 
parties. 

Since there is no question of new ideas for breaking the dead- 
lock. the meeting cannot but be an exercise in perpetuating the talks. 
The negotiators have reached the ridiculous poation of having do 
aim but the talks themselves. Rather than a means to an end, namely, 
the formulation of an autonomy plan which the Palestinians might 
find acceptable, they have become a self-perpetuating facade to 
cover up the bankruptcy of the whole approach. 

In any case, the talks are held at a time when Begin's isolation at 
home deepens; something whidi would lead to even more intransig- 
ence and aggressiveness on his part In his first statement to the press 
after his resignation, Dayan called on Israel to unilaterally grant the 
West Bank and Gaza a form of autonomy. Although this still stipu- 
lates Israeli military presence in these areas and absolutely debars the 
establishment of a Palestinian state, it is still sufficiently rupugnant to 
.Begin to form a worrying outflanidng move. 

On the other hand, the judgment against the Eton Moreh set- 
tlement handed down by tte Israeli supreme court wUl force a 
revision of the settlement program as a whole. The challenge the 
judgment poses for the “national security" excuse for appropriation 
of Arab land might lead to new legislation, in which the purely 
expansiontst motivation could no longer be covered up. 

Rumors of further resignations atound, in addition to a series of 
confidenoe morion in rhe Knesset. All this will ensure (hat the Israeli 
negotiator will arrive in London doubly constrained to his govern- 
ment's obstructionist views. 

With the Americans visibly discouraged and the Israelis in no 
mo(xl to compromise, the Egyptian negotiator must be approaching 
his task with u sinking heart. Israel proved its iraperviousness to 
embarrassment. America is fully aware of Israeli obstruction, with- 
out this leading to any change in its view of Camp David. It is too late 
to win the rest of the Arabs to this static** peace process.'! Notiung for 
him but to soldier on glumly, moving to nowhere in particular. 


THE ARMS DECISION 


Arabs everywhere cannot but welcome most heartily the news 
given out by Prince Sultan of the formation of a new Arab armament 
organization, to replace the one dissolved in Cairo following the 

- signing of the Egyptian-lsraeli peace treaty. 

Scrapping the older organizatton caused a deep shock in the 
Arab world. But it simply co^d not continue in Cairo, given Sadaf s 
remova] of Egypt from the Arab line-up against Israel. The new 
organization will concentrate on developing the armament in'dostries 
already extant in the Arab world, in prepaiatioa for the time when 
‘Arabs begin to approach self-sufficiency in war material. 

The Arab world has always had to pay a heavy price for its 
dependence on both the East and the West for military equipment. In 
addition to rhe heavy' financial burden there was always the question 
of proneness to political and military pressure which such depen- 
'■dence entails. Independent Arab action on the international scene 
was always vitiated by this. This is why building an independent 
armament industry' is an urgent priori^'. 

liie Arab nation is ^ving notice through the new organization 
that its political and military mobilization in the cause of Palestine 

- will now be gradually supported tw mobilizing its skills. There is 
certainly no dearth of or^izers, scientists, engineers and skilled- 

: workers in the Arab worW. For too long has the softer option of 
. bu>'ing arms to defend Arab legitimate rights been pursued. But the 
■ liraitauon of this policy has now been more chan amply demoos- 

trated. . . t- . 

But the Arab governments embarking on this laudable venture 

have to realize that tbev do not fulfil through it except the most 
elementary of their countries needs. Such a project cannot stand m 
isolation from a general industrial mobilization. Indwtrial develop- 
ment is what the coming generations demand from the present one. 
This is the rcjllv inexhauNtible capital which the Arab world needs if 
it is to sustain itself in this threatening world.

The garrison of aatk>nalist$ at Nabatiyeh is central 
to these discussions. Commander Haama's 2300 
men are part of the breakaway Lebaoiese Arab 
Army whicb defected from the regulars during the 
1975-76 dvil war. 

The government wants to move the regulars into 
Nabatiyeh and other parts of the soufo bur tbe 
Lebanese Arab Amy refuses to get out.

Hua’ s trip may have an ulterior motive

SINGAPORE — 

While the West welcomes the current European 
tour of Chairman Hua as a milestone in modern 
diplomacy, Chinese see it as the upshot of a stift 
political bargain struck in Peking and calculated to 
make more impact at home than abroad. 

Although Hua is expected to return to China in 
triumph with an image larger than life, it will also be 
the image of a committed cosmopolitan pragmatist 
estranged from Che left-wing ‘Maoists', wlro have 
hitherto looked to him to restrain a bulldozing 
vice-premier Deng Xiaoping bent on sacrificing 
Mao's doctrine to modemuation. 

* Maoist' is shorthand for a huge conglomerate of 
Chinese humanity half-blocking the 'four moderni- 
zation^ vdtfa which Deng hopes to project China 
into the 21st century as a major industrial power. 

At its apex it includes Bible-punchers in the 
Foil tbuFO who treat every word of Mao' s message as 
holy writ even when it puts ideolo^cal purity before 
progress, and who therefore decry C^a's plunge 
into 'capitaUst' practice as heresy. 

In the provinces it includes millions of insecure 
mid-level party and administrative cadres raised on 
Mao, and tarnished by their role during the discre- 
dited left-unng* Cultural Revolution' of the sixties. 
At best, these men and women work to rule when 
asked to execute the modernization policies of the 


pragmatists, either because they oppose them, or 
because tiiey are anticipating a radickl backlash that 
would put them hi die wrong again if they showed 
w illing . 

For these detractors of Deng, Hua was the chosen 
heir of whom tire dying Mao had said, ‘ with you in 
charge, Tm at ease' . He had a record of devotion to 
the Maoist ideals of the selfless collective society, 
socialist self-reliance, putting ‘polities in com- 
mand' , and he had been linked with the leftists who 
condemned men like the practical Deng for ‘ fawn- 
ing on foreign things.* As Qiairman and Premier, 
be was the boire of the many who had now become 
heretics in their tam. 

But now he telL his European capitalist hosts that 
he wanes to see ‘everytiiing to do with your 
econonuc, sdentific and tedmological experience'.’ 
Massive television coverage projected to China's 
milUons will show Hua btkmobbing with the 
bourgeois bosses of the West, with whom be wished 
to 'strengthen friendship and promote co- 
operation.' 

Having risen to power as a k^^al disciple of the 
thought of Mao, Hua has since backed a policy of 
modenuzadem involving foreign credits and domes- 
tic capitalism that could make Mao turn in bis 
mausoleum. Hk break with foe loose fection of five 
Maoist leaders in Peking appeared complete when 
they tailed to see him off at the airport. Except for 
one member absem sick, the rest of a politbuxo 


packed with Deng's men, and reinforced at foe end 
of September with two more of his trusties, turned 
tq> in strength. 

Thisshowof‘moderate' soUdari^waspaitofthe 
same bargain as the ‘Maoisf break. For Deng, it 
provides proof of a oni^ in the leadership that 
should persuade the masses of m&trustful cadres in 
turn that their future lies with the modernizers, not 
witii the ‘small handfuT of hard-core radicals from 
whom Hua has been detadied. 

For Hua, it means greater security of tenure. The 
Chairman does not foiget that he is nearly 20 years 
younger than the septuagenarian Deng. Careful to 
keep to himself the post of Premier also, be is not 
out to change present policy, but to hold on to. 
power for the frituie. *'• 

Hua is essentially a pragmatist himseli^ but he will 
not reject Mao, for Mao’s mantle is the sole source 
of his own auttmrhy. If be can still bring the raid- 
level Maoists and modernization together, be will 
not only be stabilizing China for Deng today, but 
reinfoTcing his own following for tomonow. 

The reluctant Maoist cadre is the only problero- 
cbild of the Cultural Revolution, however, llie trial 
of WeiJingsbeng, the outspoken editor of - 

tmt, who was givea a 15-year prison sentence last 
week, made headlines for a poteatial'thiidfocce' — 
a vast, inchoate mass of auUoontents to whom no 
foction is indebted, and who can claim do priori^ 


from a legimealready besieged 1^ meodemanding 
redress for the wrong they suffered under the 
infomous ‘Gang of Four* . 

During the Cultural Revolution, according to 
usually reliable sources, Wei join^ one of the 
right-wing gangs orgamzed tte sons of disgraced 
cadres to the left-wing mobs of Maoist Red 
Guards who bad humfiiated and purged their 
fathers. 


Regardiag themselves as natural heirs of the 
hierarchy when the Revolution -onded, these 
nevertheless found themselves left with nothing but 
-the memory of their militancy. Disillusioned, many 
wished a plague on ail party f^ons, and apart from 
all^dfy goring miiila^secrcts to aforeign journal- 
ist^ Wei openly ur^d the CSunese people to fiing 
the entire Communist ^stem into the poliiica] 
txashcan as an unmitigated fraud, and ‘seize politi- 
cal power* themselves. 


Foreigners have been shocked fa|y the harsh sen- 
tence, handed down in eqitivocal circunistaiices 
while Qiairman Hua was siqipcwdly winoiog 
friends abroad. But the Chinese bave no traditionof 
Habeas corpus, no sub judke rnJes^ and after more 
than two d^des of rou^ revolutionary injustkt 
they have drafted a 2e^ code (wliicb officially 
takes effect firom 1 January) that they regard as a 
giant step towards safeguarding human r^ts, and 
sonoethi^ to be proud of, not ashame d. — (OFNS) 


Japan worries about the U.S. defense strategy

TOKYO — 

If war ever breaks out between NATO and the 
Warsaw Pact, American troops will be flown from 
Asia to join their comrades in Europe. 

This is known as 'swing strategy and Japan's 
miUtary brass don't like it because America's Asian 
forces are already seriously depleted. 

When U.S. Defense Secreury Harold Brown 
arrived in Tokyo lost week, foe sning strategy was 
to come under some pressure. 

“ We will ask uriiat kind of policy exists," a senior 
Japanese foreign affairs offi^i politely remarked 
the other day. admitting his government was 'wor- 
ried about the implications a time wben foe Soviet 
Union is increasing its own forces in the area. 

The official indirectly linked the Soinet bmld-up 
to the KremUn's avowed intention of reducing 
forces in East Germany, saj^ the Russian strategy 
was to ‘reduce in some parts of the world and 
increase in others." 

Only last month the United States touched off a 
fluny of new oonoem here about Kremlin imen- 
tious by passing on an intelUgence report verifying 
the presence of between 2.000 and 3,000 Soviet 


troops on the island of Shikotan, one of four small 
islands off Hokkaido overrun by Soviet troops at 
the end of World War 11 but claimed ever since by 
Japan. 

The information, believed to have been picked 
up by an American ratellite, meant the Soviet 
Union bad installed foe equivalem of a full 
10,000-man dmsion spread over three of the 
islands, including Etorofti and Kunashiri as well 
Shikotan. said a Japan Defense Agency official. 

The Soviet Union began tbe build-up a year ago 
wifo the introduction of a brigade on what -was then 
viewed as a nrere 'trainuig exercise.' TTie Russians 
also maintain a full anny headquarters on one of the 
islands, which they had previousiy manned only 
wifo territorial forces after withdrawing their regu- 
lar troops in I960. 

The Japanese government handed what Prime 
k/finuter Masayoshi Obira called a ‘very serious 
r^uest' to foe Soviet Ambassador, demanding 
withdrawal of foe troops, but Olura carefully stop- 
ped short of using the word ‘ protest . As one Japan- 
ese official said: * We are watching with oonoem, but 
what can we do?* 

Japanese admit to a sense of hopelessness in per- 
suading foe Russians to abandon what is generaUy 


regarded as an attempt to intimidate Japan 
psychologically and politically into loosening its 
dose military ties with the U.S. 

Japanese and Americans often refer to tbe four 
ROitbem islands as'Japan's Cuba,' meaning J^>an 
can DO more force the Russians to leave tiseo than 
tbe While House can persuade tbe Kremlin to with- 
draw its brigade from Cuba. 

The newly surfaced reports of the exist^ce of 
swing strategy — evidently kept secret from J^an 
and America’s other Asian allies for tbe past -25 
years — have strengtbend Japanese fears of aix>n- 
donment by tbe U.S. in case of a real ciisi& 

A Japanese defense official pointed out last week 
that tbe U.S., over tbe past decade, has halved its 
Pacific fleet from 900 to 450 ships, induding two 
aircraft earners, five cruiseTs an^i 20 submarines, 
ranged against three times as many Soviet ships, 
iridudiog 125 submarines and one carrier, the 
Minsk, a fGev-clas$ vessel introduced to Fhr East- 
ern waters on a much-publicized voyage last sum- 
mer. 

The swing strategy row has exposed a loog- 
nuining dilute between America's Ambassador to 
Japan, Mike Mansfield, former Senate majorify 
leader and a staunch ally of Presideot Jimmy Car- 


ter, and some of Carter’s top aid'es, indudu^ Sec- 
retary Brown. 

In a briefing for American correqiondepts at Ids 
official reridenoe,. Mansfield said he had repeatedly 
called for ‘parity between American forces in 
Europe and those in Asia, which, include 46,000 
here and another 40,000 in South Korea. 

Tbe Ambassador, known as.a ‘dove* on Ameri- 
can involvemeot in fododtina in his d^in tbe U.S. 
Senate, charged his Government with 'hanging on 
to an outmoded policy', by refrisuig to redress tiie 
enormous imbalance between deployment of U.S. 
forces in Europe and in Asia. 

He pointed out that a quarter of the Russian 
land forces and 26 per ceut ofits air forces ibdudtng 
about 2,000 planes, posed a ‘ threat that could come 
from any direction' against Japan. The U.S. keeps 
only 10 squadrons — apprcncimately 400]rianes— 
in Japan, South Korea and tbe Rulippiaes, plus 
another 270 planes based on carriers. 

'X have felt for a lor^ time this is an area of 
paramount interest to ouir security;’ said tbe ambas- 
sador, but he claimed he got only put-offs and 
‘requests for more memoraadum^ whenever be 
expressed his concern to Brown and other officials 
in Washington. — (Qjg^^

The last major attack on the 
French mainland took place last 
month when five bombs damaged 
offices in Lyons, France's second 
city. Police, however, said they 
had noted a decline in guerrilla 
activities since the July sentenc- 
ing. 

Seven of those sentenced were 
convicted of treason after being 
charged with attacking a military 
communications base in Corsica in 
March 1977. 

Uiursday' s attacks followed the 
theft Oct. 4 of 100 kilograms of 
explosives from a building firm's 
offices near the Corsican city of 
Bastia. 

The main sources of tension in 
Corsica are “pieds noirs," French 
settlers who fled Algeria after its 
war of independence, and Foreign 
Legion bases. 


UNTIED NATIONS, Oct. 26 
(AP) — The idea of a conference 
among South Africa, Angola, 
Zambia and Botswana on security 
for Namibia's northern borders 
has reportedly been introduce 
into talks now in progress on 
Namibia independence from 
South Africa. 

A Western source said Thurs- 
day that was one of a number of 
ideas brought up in the talks tak- 
ing place almost daily among U.N. 
offidals and five Western coun- 
tries about a plan for U.N. super- 
vision of a NamibiaD election lead- 
ing to independence. The coun- 
tries are the United States, 
Canada, Britain, France and West 
Germany. 

Those involved axe now consid- 
ering South Africa's reaction to 
the proposals they made to Pre- 
toria to meet objections it had 
raised to the latest version of the 
plan as issued by U.N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim last Feb- 
niaiy. 

The source, who asked not to be 
identified, characterized the 
South Africans' reaction by saying 
that “essentially they have expre- 
ssed a deaxe to see more details." 

The proposals put up to South 
Africa are known to call among 
other things for a demilitarized 


zone 50 kilameters wide on each 
tide of Nifflibii'fi bordeis with 
Angola peireiled by U.N. and 
Soudi Ahiean troops on Ae 
NamlMan side and U.N. and 
Angolan ffoopii on the Angolan 
side.

“The secretary general strongly 
condemns these attacks which, 
regrettably, have resulted in 
casialties to Ac civilian popula- 
tion and a heightening of tension 
in the regioa. 

“Such attacks constitute not 
only a serious violation of Zam- 
bia's sovereignty and territorial 
integrity but also may well compli- 
cate the intemationai efforts cur- 
rently under way to negotiare a 
settiement of tte regjoa's out- 
standing problems.'' 


Prague leaflets condemn 
conviction of 6 dissidents 


PRAGUE, OcL 26 ( Agencies) 
— Police and firemen were 
ordered out to collect leaflets 
thrown from a downtown rooftop 
prottsting Ae conviction of six 
dissidents, it was reported Friday. 

The leailets said “freedom for 
Oiarrer 77’ and were Arows 
from an upper window of a build- 
ing on one of Prague's busiest 
struts, legal sources said. 

Traffic was blocked while two 
fire trucks were sent to help collect 
the papers. 

The inddeni took place the day 
after dramatist Vaclav Havel and 
five oAer defendants were con- 
victed of subversion in a two-day 
trial in a Prague court, the sources 
said. 

All defendants were signera of 
the Charter 77 manifesto calling 
on Ae Prague government to live 
up to pledges on human rights. 

The Czechoslovak government 
said Ae defendants bad been 
involved in an illegal group and 
helped foreigners wage subversive 
propaganda. 


Meanwhile, the United States 
has said the trial and sentendx>g of 
the dissidents would affect its rela- 
tions wiA Prague. 

State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter said Wednesday 
the U.S. was reviewing what steps 
it might take. 

Carter said human rights in the 
country “have obviously been h 
matter of interest to some of 
Csechoslovakia’s neighbors who 
have had more than a llTtle iaSu-- 
ence over Ae internal affiurs of 
Aat country." 

The spokesman said his thinly 
veiled criticism of the Soviet 
Union was justified by repeated 
accusations Aat the U.S. was 
interfering in the intemal afiairs of 
the Soviet Union and oAer coun- 
tries by commenting on their 
records of human rigb&

Police hunt IRA ‘Jackal’ in Margaret death plot 


LOS ANGELES, Oct, 26 (R) — The FBI 
bunted a would-be Irish Repi^Iican Army 
l^IRA) assassin Friday while his target, Biv 
tain’s Princess Margaret, was oompletiog her 
U.S. tour. 

“Now that tbe IRA man's cover has been 
blown, Princess Margaret is probably tbe s^- 
est person in the United States, considering 
tbe security precautions that have been 
taken," a police specialist in protecting 
important visitors said. 

Princess Margaret flew firom San Francisco 
Thursday to spend two days in Cleveland, 
Ohio, under strong security restrictions 
before leaviitg Saturday for Britain. 

Police and FBI agents have compiled a pro- 
file of their suspect with the help of tbe Irish 
police and have several strong clues to his 
whereabouts, security sources said. 

The 49-year-old princess, sister of Queen 
Elizabeth, has done almost no sightseeing 
rince a plot to assassinate her in Los Angefes 
was revealed by police and sources close to 
the royal party. Most of ber engagements in 
Ceveland are private. 

Detectives have nicknamed their suspect 
“Jackal," aS\Kr\b&bookTheDay<tfAeJaekai 
which descrfi^s a plot to assa^inate former 
French President Charles de Gaulle.

compiled, their suspect lives in Uie United 
States and has made several trips to Ireland, 
where he was bom, and to Eatem Europe, 
using various aliases. 

The IRA had denied it sent an assassin to 
Los Angeles to kill Princess Margaret. But 
Olof Saline, special security agent attached to 
the State Departmenif s field office here, said 
newspaper reports on tbe assassination plot 
were essentially accurate. 

Police sources said the suspect plotted to

Byrd supports SALT treaty 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 26 (Agendcs) — 
U.S. Senate Democratic Leader Robert Byrd 
says be will do everything he can to keep the 
Soviet- American strategic arms timitation 
treaty (SALT IT) from getting caught up in 
“tbe political siUy season." 

Spedfically, he said he hopes Republican 
presidential contenders won’t make the mat- 
ter a partisan issue. 

Announcing his foil support for the treaty 
Thursday, Byrd said he has become con- 
vinced it is in the national interest and added 
tlut he believes senators will cross party lines 
Go ratify it. 


Kennedy to form 
fund-raising unit 
for ’80 campaign 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (^ncies} — 
Senator Edward Kennedy will announce 
formation of an explorarory committee on 
Monday to organize and raise funds for an 
expected challenge to President Jimmy Gu*- 
tei's reelection. 

The annouDcemeni will still leave Kennedy 
short of openly declaring his candidacy but 
sources cl^ to the senator said it made his 
eventual decirion to run ail but certain. 

Keruiedy has himself said be expects to 
make his decirion by early December on 
whether to follow his two brothers, the late 
Prerident John Kenitedy and Senator Robert 
Kennedy, in seeking the presidency. 

He has said be will run if Carter proves 
incapable of dealing with America's worsen- 
ing economic situation, but most observers — 
and workers in tbe burgeoning “ Draft Ken- 
ned/' movement — expect him to make the 
race. 

Kennedy volunteers said Thursday that 
they were ready to join tbe ranks of the 
exploratory committee as soon as it is offi- 
ci^y launched Monday. 


But the West Vir^a lawmaker added 
that he is concerned about “tbe positions 
taken by the Republican preridential conten- 
ders against the treaty. It makes it appear that 
those poations are forming along party 
lines.'' 

Senate Republican leader Howard Baker 
of Tennessee, who will announce his Candi- 
da^ for his party’s 1980 piesideotial nomi- 
nation on Nov. 1 , had been a leading critic of 
the treafy and a leader of tbe attempt to force 
new arms control negotiations with the Rus- 
sians by adding one or more “kiilei’* amend- 
ments to the pea. 

"1 don't want to see this go into the cam- 
paign season," Byrd said. "Party oonsjklera- 
cions could veiy well have a bearing." 

Byzd said he expecesa final vote on ratifica- 
tion before the end of the year, even if tbe 
outcome remains in doubt "Sotne senatozs 
have told me diey won't reach a decision 
before the roll call," be said. “I'm inclined to 
go ... win or lose." 

He predicted the treaty yvill be ratified 
because two-thirds or more of the-Senate vnll 
recognize it represents "an opportunity to 
help diminish tbe potential for nuclear des- 
truction, to help make the world a more sec- 
ure and peaoefol place." 

Earlier Thursday, Soviet Defense Minister 
Etitry Ustinov, in an angry attack on the 
Unit^ States, warned Wa^ngton not to go 
ahead with tbe deployment of new medium- 
range nuclear missiles in Europe. 

Marshal Ustinov, writing in foe Commun- 
ist Party paper Pmvda, criticized NATO 
countries for not responding to President 
Leonid Brezhnev's latest European fosar- 
mament offer, unveiled in East BerUn earlier 
this month. 

His lengthy artkle gave more details of the 
Soviet promise to vrifodraw up to 20,000 
troops and 1,000 tanks from E^t Germany 
in the next 12 months. 

He specified that foe forces, including 
other military equipment as well as tanks, 
would be moved back to Soriet territory and 
not to elsewhere in Eastern Europe.

LONDON, OcL 26 (AP) — Guer- 
rilla leaders at foe ^mbabwe Rhodesia 
peace talks Friday finnly zejeaed Brit- 
ish proposals for direct Brit^ rufe dur- 
ing a transition to independence.
